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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
The applicant argues that the Bai reference does not teach that second wirings connected to the terminal pad and providing electrical 
paths coupling the semiconductor and the connecting pad. Bai teaches "second wirings" 21 1 that are a part of the electrical path between 
the connecting pad 21 1a and the chip 20. In other words, the "second wirings" 21 1 are required to couple pad 21 la and the chip 20. 
Furthermore, the applicant's arguments directed to the solder ball 24 of Bai are moot, since this part is not used in the rejection other than 
to teach external connection terminals. Hence, the rejection is maintained. 
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
